Tut 
whiln ye remained there, he had notice, Thar Magor King of 
Ierland, who by his Ambaſſado2s had courted the fair Genura, ard 
been refuſed, was (to revenge it on his Arrival) landed with geeat 
Power in South Wales; whereupon the King comforting Lis 
Queen, who was greaily grieved that rhzough her cauſe (uch (ud 
denly Troubles (ould ariſe, pafſed on with his videzious Army, 
and gave him Battle near Merioneth, and utterly diſcomfited him, 
do that lying with his bzoken Army, and being every»where allailts 
by the Country Peaſagts, who had laid the way koz him, be ſcarcely 
elcaped to his Ships with five thouland out ot bis thirty rhou- 
ſand; ſo that King Arthur (ſpeeyy as Ceſar in his vigozies) re 
turned to his fair Quten with rhe Trophies of his conquered E⸗ 
nemſes long befoze de was expected to have fought the Battle; when 
ſending four thouſand Pen under the leading ol Sir Lancelot end 
divers of her good Knighvs, they landed on the Alle of Anglc-ic:, 
and d2obe rhence the French that had fo2 tome time paſt, during 
the troubles of this Kingdom, ſetled themlelves there. 

The King's Uictozies daily increaung, rhe Terroz of his Name 
being Tpꝛead wide, it made the mof redoubrev Monarch tremble: ; 
pet durft France (then powerful at Sta) invade our Toaſt, and 
with fire and ſwozd ſpoiled many Sea-rowns, carrying away great 
boory, as alſo the People, the Men they made row in their Gallics, 
and the Women to ſatſace their pꝛodigious Luſt ; when as the 
crys of his ſuffering ſujens reaching bis ear where he was velichv 
ing himſelf with his Mucen, he reſolved once moze to forſake che 
Camp of Venus, and her ſoft Delights, to tourt Fame and Gloꝛe 
in the Camp of Mars; wFeupon having tent to Letharious to} 
Reſtitution, and receiving rather ſco2ns than « ſarisfatto2y anſwer 
from that imperſous King, he made great p1:parations fo: the 
Mar, and had at that time rwelve Sale of Ships ſent to hig aid by 
his Bother of Denmark; When being in (PE with an Ar- 
Mp of thirty four thouſand, be coated rhe Tountry, and putting 
into the bayof Marſelies, with his hor of Arrows that flzw like 
Haile, dove the defendants from the thoze, on which hianſflk with 
his own Standard fir leaped, and ood like an inraged Lyon, 
though athouſand ſhafts flew round his Head, and many rebeune d 
from bis glittering (þſeld ;*bur long it was not e're rye vAtans 
Knights of the Ozder (imicaring their Sov2raign) thzuſt their

Ships to Land, and putting their Soldſers in Batrle-acay, charged 
furiouſly upon the fozmof Battallian of the Enemy, lead by the 
Duke Le Vallois, ſo that being overſer, they retreated in great dil⸗ 
oder, andfinding no place to be received, bzoke the Ranks of their 
Friends; when as the Duke De Nevers abbanced with the right 
wing of Hole to their ſuttour, but was ſo gauled with the hot of Ar⸗ 
rodag, that the Hozſes milchleket moze the Kiders than the Baitains. 
In this Confuſion the King dzawing out fx thouſand of his 
choice Men, charged upon the diſozdered Enemy with ſuch courage 
that he pierced their main Battle, making lanes of death where eber 
he came, cutting off Arms, Heads and Legs, inſomuch that the 
Daniſh General Gironeus imitating him, the French Soldiers 
(routed in all parts) left their Commanders and fled, inſomuch 
vat the laughter of the Nobility was grtat, a Fate even incident 
ro that Kingdom ; no2 would they truſt to rhe weak wall of Marſe- 
lies, but flp\ng to Lyons and Paris, lekt that part of the Country 
nated, to ke pollelled of the Bzſtaing. | 
The terroz of this overthzow alarming the French Court, and 
finding that bzought home to them which whey had uſed to others a⸗ 
bzoad, the People with Tears beſought their King to appeaſe the 
Conguerer in time, and thereby pꝛevent wozſe deſolation, who con- 
fidering his tottering Kingdom was at ſtake, ſent four of his 
pime Lozdg to beg a Week's Cefſation oz Truce, ro which King 
Arthur (whoſc aim was mote at Glozy and Renown than Advan- 
vantage) attezded; during which time, the King having raiſed a 
Million of Crowns lent them in divers Waggons, with other rich 
Pꝛelentg, to purchale his Peace, and the departure of his new 
come Gueſt, pet pꝛevalled they not e*re he had made his Acknowledy- 
ment fo1 the indignity put upon the King's Arfibaſſad22s, and delt⸗ 
ver the Town and Port of ar ſelies to be poſlefſed as a Pledge of 
zuture Peace by rhe 1Zutains ko the Waee of twenty Pears to come 
and upon pain of kozkeiting ir ſo2cver, no Holfiliries to be uled by 
Land, nez Depꝛabations vy Sta. Theſe Articles accodeo, the 
Kr hattened co his own Country with the greatef part of his Ar- 
mp, leaving only 125 thouſand Solders in Marfelies; and having 
ampip rewarded the Danes, diſmailſed them. 
Upon Ning Arcs ceturngge found, to his unſprakvble joy, his 
fajr Mueen delivered al a lovely Bop, whs, by the Avvice of er- 


yn, be nau d Conſtantius, whoſe Uicories and great Explo:ts that 


P2ophet lo: told, which akter his Father's death, he fucceeb.ag 
bim in his Thzone, -exacly came to pals ; and now the joy being 
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counter ten oꝛdinarp Men hand to hand; and az he increaſed them, 
ſo he enlarged their Penſſons, which dzew the mot Ualfant of all 

. Nations to ſerve him, rhough none were admitted bekoze they were 
tryed: The habit they ozdifiarfly woze, when without their Ar⸗ 
mour, was a Ueft lined with Bables, and on the back of it a red 
Croſs, and on their Thighs Cuſhes of higheſt pzoof; their Stock⸗ 
ings were in the manner of Bugkins, and their Shoes of Camels: 
Skin, the Hair appearing outward ; on their Heads they woze Caps 
made of Seal-gkins lined with Silk and Cotted: and about their 
neck Silk of divers tolours; earhok them in Mar carrying a dou: 
ble Faulchion, a Battle⸗axe, a Bow and Qulver, a Launce, be⸗ 
ing ſeverally allowed a Eſquire oz Armour-bearer, who attended 
them in all Battles. 5
